{}ath beene graciouſly p!caſed by his Highneſſe Letters Datents, Under his Qneſties 
great Scale of England, bearing date the fire and t\ventic day of Febmarp, inthe thir- 
teenth yeere ot his Q)neciies raigne of England, France and Jreland, and of Dcotiand the 
nine and fortieth, to pꝛohibite and ſuppꝛeſſe ſuch wꝛongs and abuſes, as atoꝛeſavd: And to 
appoynt a Durueyo? of the (aid coales, who, oꝛ his Deputie o2 Deputies arc to bee at- 
tending and attendant in and about the ſearching, viewing, ſeeing and lurueping of the 
ſaid coales;And are appouiteꝭ to enfoyne and coinplaine agamit ſich as Mall offend in ſuch 
mingluig as afoꝛeſaid And to haue a Scale of office under which tocertific what coales, 
and of what ſoꝛt of goodneſſe of coales, any Maſter, Owner oꝛ Shipper, doc oꝛ all take 
in, fraight oꝛ lade into their (hips oꝛ boates at the places aboneſayd, to bee bꝛought to the 
City of London, oꝛ otherWle to be ſpent within this Nealme oft ogland, To the end that the 
* of the (aid coales may the better know oꝛ bee enfouned of the goodneſſe oꝛ badneſſe 
ot them. 

And alſo, if any perſon oꝛ perſons, Mall at any time oꝛ tunes heereafter hie any tauſe oꝛ 
cauſes of complaint againſt any Maſter, Owner, Shipper, o2 others, fo: ſelluig vnto them 
ſuch vnmerchantable coales,as a foꝛeſaid: Let hunoꝛ them repaire vnto Andrew Boyde Elquy 
er, his Maieſties Suruepoꝛ in that behalfe appointed, oꝛ vnto his Oeputic 02 Deputies, 
there in Wating leaue his oꝛ their cauſe oꝛ cauſes of complamt tottching the pꝛomiſes, 7 
ſpeedy In foꝛnat ion. accoꝛding to the pꝛouiſion of the ſaid Letters Patents, Mall be made 
and giuen againſt ſuch as doe oꝛ (Hall offend againſt the lame Letters Patents: As his 
Maieſties moſt gracious pleaſure is therein ſignified,
